IS OLDEST PUBLIC SERVANT. 


Miwnesota Man Held Clerkship for 

Exactly Eighty Years. 

(Lesueur (Minn.) Correspondent St. 
Louis Republic.) 

James Baker, who died last week of 
the mumps, was probably the oldest 
public servant in the United. States, 
and at the same time the man who had 
noon longest in the service of the pub- 
ic. 

On the day of his death he was 96 
years of age,and had been tewnship clerk 
of the township of Cottonwood, in Cass 
county, for exactly eighty years, al- 
though from his sixteenth to his twen- 
ty-first birthdays he was only deputy 
clerk, the office being held during these 
years of his minority by his father. 
After he was 2! years old he was him- 
self elected clerk, but never reelected.

JAPS IN CALIFORNIA: 
THEIR VALUE ON THE FARM 


A woman, Mrs. A. E. Whiteside, hav- 
ing listened patiently to the opinions of 
scores of men who knew nothing at all 
ai first hand about the Japanese _ in 
California, now offers a few remarks 
herself. 


“My present home is in the celery and | 


sugar beet land in Orange county,” sne 
says in the Pacific Outlook. “We 
have a ranch of 160 acres. If the 
people who think Japanese labor jis cheap 
would get out and go to ranching the il- 
lusion would eoon be shatterea. 

“At present we have in the ground 
thirty acres of celery, the most expen- 
sive and uncertain crop with which we 
have to deal. This winter, during the 
wet season in many of the fields crews 
of twenty-five men were working in mud 
and water up to their knees, trying to 
cut out the celery in order fo save it. 
Where could we find the crew of twenty- 
five white men who would do thig for 
even one week? 

“For our. thirty acres of tomatoes, five 
acres of cucumbers, five acres of string 
beans, and later many acres of cabbage 
and cauliflower, it will require qozens of 
men. Yet our ranch is a mere drop in a 
bucket compared with all the other 
ranches. We must have help. Where 
are we to get it? 

“Tf the hundreds of unemployed white

In some re- 
gspects these are good workmen, if a boss 
is constantly over them, but as a people 
they are about the lowest, if not the low- 
eat, type in the United States. 

‘T have already said some things in fa- 
vor of the Japanese, but I will say more, 
They are, contrary to some printed state- 
ments, above all things else a cleanly 
people. In every Japanese camp there is 
one of their quaint bath tanks, with a 
furnace underneath, in which most of 
them take daily ablutions. 

“Their manners and courteousness, exX-

‘cepting in few instances, are unexcelled. 
‘yf think no mother need fear for the con- 


tamination of her child's manners be- 
cause of the attendance of Japanese 
schoolboys at our public schools. Their 
attention to every emall courtesy of life 
would put to shame three-fourtTs of the 
inhabitants of our beloved country, coolies 
or peasants though they be. 

“They are a sensitive people. The love 
of the beautiful in both natural and ma- 
terial things is innate. Our beautiful 
mountains, hillg and flowers are a never- 
ending source of joy to them, ang they 
like plants and flowers around them in 
the kitchen and their rooms. 

HONEST AND GENEROUS. 

“They are an honest people. Once in a 
while we find a boy in the field trying to 
shirk, but he either improves or quits the 
job. The rest will not stand tor it. 

“They are a generous peome. Many 
complain that they send their money 


back home. While this !s true to a cer- | 


tain extent, they are liberal, even lavish

| “They are a temperate people, and 
| though many of them learn to like Amer- 
ican beer and whisky, I have never geen 
|one of them {fntoxicated, which is a great

| “They are a loyal people, and it seems 
| to me thet a people who are loyal to 
‘country and ruler, from love of loyalty, 
would, with chance, make at least as 
loyal citizens of the United States as 
those foreigners brought in at our east- 
ern doors, loyal at home, if at all, from 
sheer necessity. 

“But, above everything else,fhey are 
peaceable people. I do not think they 
would submit to such treatment from the 
hands of the American boy as did the 
Chinaman—such things as the abuse 
hurled at him on the street, in puwac 
places, or in his house, the robbing of 
vegetable wagon and garden, and _ the 
supposed joke of having hig pigtail tied 
to the seat of a car ag he got, so that he 
was dragged along by the car. 

“The Japanese, I say,

bors. They are quiet in their work, in 
their homes, and in their pastimes. ] have 
never seen a Japanese flag unfurled at a 
camp without the Stars and Stripes.

Bourne was a Wesleyan, and 
so offended the Weslevan 
conference that he was driven out of the 
church. Five men, Bourne and four 
Others, met in a little room near Mow 
Cop to determine what to do. They re- 
SOlveqg to go on. Persecution of a very 
bitter kind awaited them. Crowds at- 
tacked them, and police locked them up. 
They were all poor. George Eliot de- 
Scribed some of them in ‘‘Adam Bede.”’ 
Their sole churches were for long cot- 
tage rooms and hillsides; their preachers 
were laborers and mechanics. They 
Spread in villages and factory towns, 
and they brought education. industry 
and sobriety with them. Their followers 
were still mainly among the poor. They 
know nothing of the art of advertise- 
ment, and they are probably the most 
democratic religious body in the world. 

Today that little meeting of five has 
Erown to a vast church with 210,000 
members. 4,500 churches, over half a 
million in its Sunday schools, a thousand 
ministers, 16,000 local preachers, and 
property worth $25 000,000. 


Preaching a Prayer. 


The size of today’s gathering exceeded 
ail expectations. The railways had made 
considerable preparations to cope with 
the crowds, but these proved inadequate. 
Thus at Audley the printed railway 
tickets were exhausted early in the day, 
and the railway authorities had to keep a 
crowd back while half a dosen clerks 
wrote out fresh tickets at lightning 
speed. One old gentleman of 80 led a 
processon nine miles. 

Mow Cap is magnificently fitted for 
such a gathering. Eleven. hundred feet 
high, rocky, bare ang in parts precip- 
itous, crowds can assemble so that one 
man Can be seen and heard by nearly 
10,000 people. Heavy clouds and mist 
today hid the great view below, stretch- 
ing to Liverpool on one side and to the 
heart of England on the other. Yet the 
mists could not rob the place and occa- 
sion of a solemn and impressive grand- 
eur. The assembly was preeminently one 
of working folk. The boast of an old 
Primitive Methodist leader, ‘“‘Ours is es- 
the gospel of the poor.” had 
its justification. Gons of the soil. 
angular and awkward in their “Sunday 
pale-faced potters, sturdy iron- 
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makers, men of the factory and 
: forge, and a multitude of toilers from the 
| bowels of the earth were there. Poor 
‘most of them undoubtedly were, but 
there was not a ragged nor an unclean 
nor a disorderly man or woman in the 
vast array. 

The distinctive note of 
was its gravity.

there would come shouts of ‘Hallelv- 
jah.’ Ever and anon one of the crowds 
would take up an old familiar religious 
chorus and sing it again and again. 
Preaching and prayer and song made 
the hours pass on. When rain hegan the 
crowds put up their umbrellas and wait- 
ed until it was over. There were several 
members of parliament among the 
speakers, including Mr. E. Edwards and 
Mr. Richardson.

The crowds assembled in four main 
groups, and jooking from the hilltops 
there seemed a solid, unbroken mass 
Stretching one direction for fully half a 
mile. All day long the roads were black 
with the incoming people. Those who 
expected to find the ecstatic scenes of 
American campmeetings or a repetition 
of the waves of emotion that swept over 
such gatherings in England a century 
ago were disappointed. There was un- 
doubtedly deep feeling, but little or no 
excitement. 

On Saturday evening there was a pre- 
liminary gathering at Victoria hall, Han- 
ley, the langest assembly room in the 
district. The town was illuminated by 
the authorities in honor ofthe occasion. 
Three thousand people listened to ad- 
dresses for over three hours, mainiy 
from Methodist members of parliament. 


in the house of commons—Messrs. ©. Ed- 
wards, John Wilson, CC. Fenwick, J. 
Johnson, H. R. Mansfield, A. Richardson, 
‘2; oe. Taylor, L. L. Morse, W. E. Har- 
vey and D. J. Shackleton. Of these, six 
addressed the meeting. One and all they 
spoke, not as politicians, but as fiery 
evangelists. They told of their early 
lives of poverty, the Methodist mothers

old-fashioned Christianity. Primitive 
Methodism is not much troubled with the 
“New Theology.’ Only one of the 
speakers made-the most Gistant refer- 
ence to it, and then as a thing alien to 
their life. But more than once during

members of parliament there was hardly 
a dry eye in the great audience. They 
showed a side of life not usually asso- 
ciated with Westminster.

Perhaps the most touching addresses 
of all was by Mr. Richardson. He de- 
scribed hie early life as the son .of an 
agricultural laborer, the littié kitchen in 
his home, amd the .old rocking chair in 
which his mother sat.

‘He will live on,’ says the undertaker, 
to whom more than to medical skill or 
nursing he owes his life. ‘“‘I intend to 
live,’’ says Fegan. “I have not come 
through this business for nothing, and 
the first man I shall visit when Il am 
well again will be Mr. Albert Heywood, 
of Rochdale, the undertaker, who lost 
,» his fee to save my life. That was a good 
joke of the undertaker’s when he said 
laughingly, “You have disappointed me 
this time, Jim. If everyone of my sub- 
jects treated me like this I should have 
to starve.’ But I believe Mr. Heywood 
was as pleased as if I had been his own 
brother.”’ 

Words cannot adequately convey Fe- 
gan’s sensation ag he lay in the cere- 
ments of the tomb, consciously ‘dead,’ 
so to speak. for at least five hours. 


‘Like Eternity.’’ 


“It was like an eternity,’ he says, 
“an eternity of unspeakable mental] ag- 
ony. I knew that I wag alive the greater 
part of the time, and made terrible in- 
ward struggles to manifest some outward 
sign of life. 

“It was a wonder I did not kill myself 
in these attempts to eScape the grave. 

“May no human being—not the worst 
‘enemy I ever had or ever shall have— 
pass through such tortures. 

“When the undertaker came, I thought 
I should have gone mad. Fancy a man 
supposed to be dead thinking all these 
things. How awful it seemed that lI 
should be unable so much as to open my 
eyes or even wink while I could plainly 
feel the undertaker measuring me. I 
hoped for something to happen that 
might so startle me as to.produce a 
sign of life. 

“IT had even time to think, and isn’t 
this strange? How scared my friends 
would be if they saw me move. But Il 
wanted to move all the time. If anyone 
fainted, well, that was not so serious 
after all as being buried alive. 

“If the undertaker had not measured 
me a second time I suppose I might 
have given up the ghost. He told me 
afterwards that he always measured 
bodies twice—not in order to make sure 
whether they were dead, but only to be 
correct in his measurements to make 
them comfortable, the undertaker said.

I made desperate ef- 
pathos to raise myself, and once actually 
succeeded in making a slight movement 
over my stomach, but no one observed 
it. My despair was heartbreaking. After 
ail my ineffectual attemprs to show a 
sign of life, was I to succeed unob- 
served? Perhaps I should never be able 
to make another such sign.” 

“That was hard lines if you like, and, 

of course, my strength could not but be 


failing, because, if I wag not dead. thers 
is no mistake about it that I was cer- 
tainly dying again to so speak. I pulled 
myself together for a final effort, as it 
seemed to me my last chance. Once 
more I could distinctly feel that I had 
moved, and this time the undertaker 
noticed it. I heard him shout, ‘He’s not 
dead! He's alive! Bring cold wate! 
Bring brandy! Bring ¢he doctor! Look! 
look! look! He's moving. Look at his 
eyes, they’re twitching.’ 

“Then the undertaker whistled as 
loudly as a steam engine for those down- 
stairs to come up. That whistle was me 
resurrection trumpet blast. It fairly 
woke me up. (The undertaker after- 
wards described how he whistled witn 
his fingers.) And in a few minutes 1 
heard my own voice saying, ‘I am cold, 
cold, so cold.’ Of course, I must hav 
been as cold ag death, otherwise they 
would not have taken me for dead.’

railroads could not drown the sound. 
And the mothers of these babes are 
rever worried either. They are a pro- 
lific people around old Hardeman, and 
you cotild see more than one pair of 
twins. but two does not worry these 
mothers, for the young husbands will 
help them and hold one while she 
feeds the other, and she does not feed 
tiem from bottles either, but from 
that sweet way provided of God for 
motherhood, the little fellows feed, 
cnd if their lips slip and the smack is 
heard acrosse the house, nothing is 
thought, nothing {is wrong. 

The frescoed walls of elegant 
churches and the bright chandeliers and 
the cushioned seats and carpeted aisles— 
all the grand things of the grandest 
church falls to match the halo of these 
sweet babes as they nestle their little 
faces down in the bosoms: of their 
mothers’ dresses and waft away to 
sleep and rest. These pretty babes would 
never impress a sensible person as a 
thing out of place at this old church, 
but it might impress you as a rebuke 
to fashion and a promise for the future 
that does not appear from children left 
at home with servants to fret for the 
mother’s return. The demands of 
‘iprogress"’ almost makes some mothers 
strangers to their children, but no such 
things pertains at Hardeman or in the 
Hardeman setthment—the Hardshells 
have levened the whole. 

From every direction in a radius of 10 
miles the people gather on these “‘foot- 
washing’’ occasions. Some get there in 
‘Duagies, some in wagons, some a-horse-

serious rite all the way through, and 
he that should go there to laugh is more 
apt to come away with tears in his 
eyes and a reverence never dreamed 
for the Hardshell customs—it is surely 
no place for the idle and thoughtless. 
After the sermon the women gather on 
one side and the n¥én on the other. Then 
the cloth is lifted from the table where 


the bread and wine have been deposited, 
-and the ceremony of tasting the bread 


and sipping the wine is gone through. 
Then the ‘‘feet-washing’ begins. The 
men wash each other’s feet, the women 
wash each other's feet. To begin, a 
brother pulls off his coat, rolls up his 
Sleeves, puts a white towel around his 
waist and, humbly getting down upon 
his knees, he washes the brother's feet 
who sits next to him. In turn that 
brother washes Another brother. and so 
on through to the end. The whole 
matter is so serious as to put the veriest 
scoffer to shame, and to draw nearer 
to God the most thoughtless youth of 
the land. 

There is nothing strange in all of this 
to people used to attending the old 
church of Hardeman and have been in- 
spired with the reverence that the ser- 
vice creates. But it is a strange thing 
that these people have sterred clear of 
the Intrusion of ‘“‘progress’’ so near the 
very gates of the great city that we 
know Atlanta is. Some may conclude 
that such simplicities are not the best, 
but results are all in itg favor. Neigh- 
bors have a most kindly regard for one 
another. (if sickness comes upon a fam- 
ily the whole settlement turns out 
cheerfully and works the sick man’s 
crop. I have known a crop planted 
and laid by’’ for some family that would 
be attacked by some lingering fevers. 
The “dusiness’’ idea can never produce 
the same affectionate regard between 
neighbors. I believe, in my heart, that 
there is the least selfishness among the 
people of the Hardeman church settle- 
ment that was ever known in the same 
population. The Hardshells may be a 
little “clanish(” but at their homes and 
at their church they are entirely unsel-

The following comes to me from a 
Daughter of the American Revolution 
who was in Richmond at the unveiling 
of the Davis monument, as well as at 
Jamestown on Georgia day. She writes:

The Origin of Spectacles. 

Spectacles do not seem to have been 
known until about the vear 1300, though. 
of course, men even In Roman times had 
discovered the use of convex and con- 
cave glasses to modify the sight, and 
single eyeglasses were eventually devel- 
oped from these; that is, single lenses 
of some sort were rounded off so as to 
fit in the eye without the support of the 
hand. The Chinese, who are usually sup- 
posed to have invented almost eve.y- 
thing first, certainly derived the'‘r 
knowledge of spectacles from Euroo:, 
most probably from the Jews settled at 
K ai-feng-Fu.

PAID LESS 


PER YEAR 


THAN STATES CONVICTS MAKE 


An advertisement has been running 


an hour to white bricklayers for out-of- 
town work on a steady job. 

It is interesting to compare with the 
possible $4 or $5 a day that such a 
bricklayer can earn the munificent in- 
come of the country school teachers of 
Georgia, which was shown by an exam- 
ination made in 1906 to be $27.43 a 
month, with a vast sum total of $142.64 
for the 104 days on which work was of- 
fered. 

No wonder that Mr. Coon, of the 
North Carolina department of education, 
reaches the conclusion that “every intel- 
igent, able-bodied man can earn and 
does earn more annually than the wages 
paid country school teachers in any 
southern state. Even the convicts that 
are hired out for profit by North Caro- 
lina and other southern states earn from 
$225 to $300 a year and their board for 
the states which hire them. No 
penter, bricklayer nor worker at any 
respectable trade would work and could 
afford to work for the wages paid coun- 
try school teachers in any southern 
state. 

“The conclusion is then forced upon us 
that training childre nis now less profit- 
able among us than almost any other 
known occupation engaged in by men 
and women, even often considered less 
profitable .to the state in money than 
penal labor imposed upon the convicts 
of our state prisons. 

‘Another conclusion is also forced upon 
us, viz., that competent and trained men 
and women will not long engage, if at 
all, in an oecupation which commands 
Such little practical appreciation and 
wages smaller than wages commanded 
by almost any kind of unskilled labor. 
NORTH CAROLINA PROVIDES 

STATE AID FOR HIGH SCHOOLS 

The many Georgians who are in favor 
of removing the _ restrictions on the 
schools aided by the state fund so that 
it may also be used in part for public 
high schools may find of interest the 
reca@it law passed by the general assem- 
bly of North Carolina in its session this 
year. This law provides that any county 
may, at its discretion, establish one or 
more public high schools, under certain 
restrictions, the said high schools to be 
aided from a special state fund of $50, - 
000 per year. A special teachers’ train- 
ing school is provided for in tonnection 
with this law. 

North Carolina also passed at this ses 
Sion a law restricting child labor and 
forbidding absolutely night labor after 
the present year, while a law providing 
for the adoption of compulsory education 
by such counties as should elect it and 
for the special education of all deaf 
children of sound mind in North Caro- 
dina for a period of seven years were 
also among the striking and radical meas- 
urés taken to ensure the proper train- 
ing of ker coming citizens.

The new home of Mr. and Mrs. J. 
Carroll Payne, on Peachtree, at the cor- 
ner of Fourth street, is a stately man- 
sion which attracts special admiration 
among all the beautiful homes which 
make Peachtree a residence boulevard 
of national] reputation.

Patriotic Essay. 

As announced in The Constitution sev- 
eral days ago, Miss Emma Gardner, of 
Marietta, Ga., was awarded the medal 
in the prize essay contest arranged by 
the southern division of the United 
Daughters of the Confederacy for the 
school children of Georgia upon the gub- 
ject, “The Confederate Navy in the War 
Between the States.’’ This was quite 
an honor for Miss Gardner, who is in 
the second grade, high school, at Mari- 
etta, but her essay proves that her in- 
formation is broad and her knowledge 
of historical values is already well de- 
fined. 

Her essay includes the story of the or 
ganization of the confederate navy, in 
which she says that: 

“In 186! the officers of the seceded 
states in the navy tendered their resig- 
nations to the union and loyally offered 
their services to their native states. 

“It was not easy for an officer in the 
regular navy to do this; his profession 
wag his only fortune. If he remained 
in the union he was sure of a compe- 
tency for life, of promotion, and honors. 

“The resigned naval officers met at 
Montgomery Ala., on the i9th of Feb- 
ruary, /86!. 

“Hon. Stephen Mallory was appointed 
secretary of the confederate navy, and 
he at once began the labor of construct- 
ing and equipping a navy able to cope 
with a powerfulf oa. 

“The south had few skilled workmen, 
few maoufacturing appliances, and no 
suitable material for ghipbuilding: ‘SBe- 
sides this, the south was shut in by an 
almost impenetrable blockade. 

‘Wor the purpose of evading the block- 
ade many fast vessels were built, among 
which the Robert E. Lee and the Co- 
quette were famous. . Nene 

“The number of ships that succeeded 
in running the blockade from January 
to July, 1863, was forty-three, and forty- 
nine succeeded in running out. 

‘Not a single southern officer brought 
a ship with him from the union, The 
Officers did not take upon themselves 
the duty of dividing the navy, even if 
it was common property. The south, 
therefore, in <Apri', |86!, had not one 
warship, while the United States naval 
reguster showed a navy of ninety ves- 
sels. 

“Congress in April, 1863 passed an act 
establishing a volunteer navy. Any per- 
son who presented to President Davis 
gatisfactory credentials could be com- 
missioned as an Officer of the volunteer 
navy, and would be subject to all laws 
of the regular navy.”’ 

She continues then with a description 
of the principal battleships of the con- 
federate navy and recites their various 
achievements and their fate, and she 
sums up the fighting character of the 
navy in conclusion: 

“In the last great battle of the war the 
fighting qualities of the navy were again 
demonstrated. When General Ewell was 
captured he passed the order to surren- 
der. Commander Tricker, of the naval 
brigade, answer: ‘I cannot,’ and con- 
tinued fighting. Whe nat last he did lay 
down his colors the federal cheered vig- 
orously for the foe who ‘didn’t know 
when to surrender.’ ”’

On the new track they Will 
be able to experience the joy of all 
joys for motorists—to let themselves go 
at the highest speed their mechanical 
steeds are capable of. And they will be 
a@ble° to do it with the minimum of risk. 
Until similar, or more ambitious courses 
are provided in other countries the 
world’s records, it is predicted, will be 
made on the Brocklands track, as it has 
been named. And John Bull, who has 
been in a rather pessimistic mood for 
some.time, is not a little tickled to 
think that he can claim the bfggest and 
best motor track on earth, 

But it owes its constitution to indl- 
vidual enterprise. Locke King, through 
whose fine estate it runs, concéived the 
idea and has carried it out at a oost, 
approximately of $1,000,000. The orig- 
inal intention was to make the track 
forty feet wide, sufficient with a fair 
margin of sofety for four cars abreast, 
but in deference to the best expert ad- 
vice the plans were changed to give a 
breadth of 100 feet, which, OP course, 
necessitated a much larger Outlay. 

The work of construction was com- 
menced last September and the fact that 
1,600 men have since been continuously 
engaged upon it will give some idea of 
the magnitude of the task. The leveling 
process involved the removal of many | 
thousands of tons of earth in some 
places, and the addition of so much ma- 
terial in others. Woods have been swept 
away, with the exception of one or two 
primeval oaks of historic Eliz® ethan in- 
terest. All manner of engineering ODb- 
gtacles have been overcome. In one place 
the course of the River Wey, which 
meanders through the property, has been 
diverted. If left to the channel which 
it had dug for itself it would have 
crossed the track three times. Now it 
crosses—or rather goes under the track— 
twice. the track at these points being 
sustained by bridges. 

The form of the track is that of an 
irregular oval. It resembles an egg in 
shape more than anything else to which 
it can be likened, with a  Giagonal 
stretch across its smaller end for the 
finish line. On the inner edge of the 
track one complete circuit measureg just 
211-16 miles, but the last lap from start 
to finish equals 3 1-4 miles, as this in- 
cludes the diagonal] run. Three miles 1s 
but a step on the main road for a fast 
motor car, a three mile circult, cut 
through private property, wears a very 
different aspect, however, and when it 
ie remembered that the average cycle 
track takes three laps to the mile, the 
area covered by the Brookland’s course, 
within a fraction of three miles to the 
lap, is brought home more forcibly. 

To anyone familiar with cycle racing, 
the extraordinary steepness of the 
banking at the curves indicates how 
treméndous must be ‘the speed which 
renders them necessary. There are two 
bends, the longer of them has been 
struck to a radius of 1,560 feet, the 
shorter 1,000 feet. Even that latter is 
a very moderate curvature. Yet to en- 
able motor cars to negotiate it safely 
at the dizzy speed with which they will

“So? said Mr. Edge, “the higher your 
speed the greater must be the angle of 
the banking, because a force is tending 
to keep you tn one straight line. If you 
went fast enough you would run round 
a vertical well or the inside of a tea- 
cup. 

“The odd thing {s that when you are 
going very fast you don’t feel as if you 
were leaning over. You feel perfectly 
natural. That is because the centripetal 
force is greater. than the attraction of 
the earth. Then, too, when you are g0- 
ing at 120 miles an hour, if you are 


steering, you have to hold your wheel 


wery firmly—your attention is concen- 
trated on what you are doing. You are 
trying to get the most out of the ma- 
chine, 

“Tt is wind-Fesistance that is the chief 
obstacle to speed, and quite three-quar- 
ters of your horsepower is spent on 
overcoming it.” 

For some distance the lines of the 
London and Southwestern Railway 
parallel the Brooklands 
track and spectators will occasionally 
have opportunities of noting how much 
faster a racing motor car travels than 
the speediest of cxpress trains. 

As spectacle motor car races have 
not heretofore vied in popularity witu 
horse racing, one reason undoubtedly 
being the difficulty of obtaining from 
one point more than a fleeting glimpse 
of the competitors. From the high 
ground in the center of the Brooklands 
track nearly the whole of the course 
can be seen, ‘and, as there will be no 
clouds of dust to screen the cars from 
sight their progress can be watched 
practically from start to finish. Ac- 
commodation will be provided for as 
many as fifty thousand spectators, and 
the organizers believe that, under the 
conditions provided, motor car racing

In view of the high speeds to be at- 
tained, every precaution will be taken 
to insure the safety of visitors. They 
will be separated from the inside edge 
of the track by two substantial fences. 
Between these fences policemen will 
patrol. It will probably be some time 
before the policemen will be able to 
overeome their feelings at the sight of 
the speed limit being so constantly 
exceeded, while the drivers themselves 
will doubtless have some difficulty at 
first in keeping their hands and feet 
off their brakes at the sight of a uni- 
form.

This bold enterprise has received the 
warm approbation of the leading auto- 
mobilists of the country, four hundred 
of whom have already joined the 
Brooklands Automobile Racing Club, 
by which the institution is to § be 
known. A strong committee has been 
appointed to conduct the general man- 
agement of the club, of which the earl 
of Lonsdale is president and Lord 
oMntogue of Beaulieu vice president. 

“Our races will be conducted on very 
Similar lines to horse racing,” said an 
official of the club with whom I ob- 
tained an interview.

STARING EUROPE 


Two Ear Notoriety by Their 
Spectacular Deaths 


And the Third Because of the Skill 
With Which He Has So Far 
Baffled the Police—One

Paris, June 22.—Romantic stories have 
been appearing in the continental news- 
papers during the past month concern- 
ing three notorious brigands; two of 


them have earned fame on account of 
their spectacular deaths, and the third 
because of the skill with which he has 
so far baffled the police. One of the 
three was a Magyar, named Sovanyou | 
Soska, and his field of operations long| 
ago was the Carpathian mountain dis- 
trict with its vague, lonely roads and 
inaccessible retreats, Twenty-five years 
ago he was the scourge of the country. 
He became such a nuisance at last that 
a small army was sent out to hunt him, 
He fell into their hands by accident, 
and was sgentenced to imprisonment for 
life. In prison he became softened in 
spirit. He was released after twenty- 
two years’ confinement, and returned to 
his native village, where he started to 
make his livelihood as a herdsman for 
his brother. His wild career as a robber 
had been made the subject of a whole 
library of stories and memoirs in Ger- 
man and Hungarian. 
Tired of the Monotony. 


He at once made a collection of these 
and read them over and over with 
avidity, commenting on their literary 
merits to his friends and correcting their 
historical inaccuracies. He plainly re- 
garded himself as a great public figure, 
and reveled in his glory. After a while, 
however, his fame began to pall on him, 
and at last he was missing for several 
days. Search was made, and he was 
found dead in one of his favorite hid- 
ing places, with the best of the books ' 
about him neatly stacked at his side and | 
the big cavalry pistol, with which he!

Oxford, June 22.—All Oxford is laugh- 
ing today over the wild and irrespon- 
sible outbreak of the Christ church un- 
dergraduates last night in celebration 
of their success in the summer eights. 
Fifty-eight years have passed since this 
college [Iast won the headship of the 
river. 

It was decided to celebrate the vic- 
tory by holding a huge bonfire in Christ 
church meadow. Rumor’ had it that this 
was a ruse, and that the real bonfire 
was to be the flaming of the grand 
Stand which has been erected in a field 
close by for the forthcoming pageant. 
Subsequent e@vents confirmed this 

Between 8 and 9 o’clock, while the 
undergraduates were lighting the bonfire 
on the college ground the fire brigade, 
with engine and hose, moved unobserved 


into the pageant field and quietly took 
up a position from which they could 
protect the newly erected stand. Then a 
posse Of twenty-five policemen 
noiselessly over the turf and secreted 
themselves in the structure. 

Cold Waiting Business. 

It was a cold business walting in the 
icy wind, and at 10:30 o'clock the watch- 
ers began to fear they had been hoaxed. 
Through the trees in the flickering 
light of the flames they could see the 
uproarious crowd gathered in a great 
circle singing, dancing, and playing all 
manner of instruments. There were near- 
ly 300 ‘of them. 

Suddenly, from the deep blackness be- 
neath the trees a shriek, half a yell, half 
& war-whoop, was emitted It was a 
Signal from scouts to the undergradu- 
ates which had been eagerly awaited. 
SwiftlY they sped over the meadow. 

The police advanced to meet them with 
drawn truncheons, and then an amazing 
thing happened. The collegians drew 
back and arranged themselves like sol- 
diers preparing for battle. Sky-rockets 
were stuck in the ground with their tips 
directed on the police in front. Lights 
were applied, and the missiles sped for- 
ward like a flight of stars. For a few 
seconds the police turned and flet, but 
gathering courage, turned again, and in 
spite of the overwhelming numbers 
against them, attempted to disorganize 
the revellers. The latter charged them 
with hand grenades, really harmless 
things, but calculated to give one a 
fright. 

Mad with Excitement. 

By this time they had reached the 
firemen, who stood at the ready with 
the hose roses directed at the advancing 


body. With a swish like the sound of 


escaping steam they drenched the riot- 
Ous undergraduates. The latter had by 
this time gone nearly mad with excite- 
ment. Time after time they were swept 
off their feet by the powerful jets. It 
looked as if they would have to beat a 
speedy retreat, but reJnforcements were 
at hand. 

Round a bend in the river swept a 
squadron of fifty boats and punts filled 
with shrieking young men. Coming to 
the bridge, now guarded by police, they 
set it afire, and passed on to where 
confederates were standing armed with 
burning poles. The latter were convey- 
ed over the water to the scene of up- 
roar, and with a yell they dashed into 
the melee. First they cut the hose 
and then, brandishing firebrands 
aloft, they rushed among the police, 
smashing a helmet here, capturing one 
there. 

Taking possession of the fire engine, 
they gently chaffed the firemen and 
kept them busily engaged while their 
friends played havoc wifi the grand 
stand. Plank after plank and pile after 
pile were wrenched from the structure 
and conveyed to the bonfire. In the 
shower of sparks that shot heavenward 
as each piece was dropped upon the 
flames the light revealed the excited 
students, blackened in countenance, with 
ements torn and shredded and satur-

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HEROIC STRUGGLE MA

THE POET OF DEMOCRACY 


Specfal Cable. 

London, June 29.—In a plain little 
house in Norwood, one of London's 
suburbs, where the green country lancs 
he loves are still to be found, Gerald 
Massey, the one-time poet of democracy, 
who awoke fifty yearg ago to find him- 
self famous, is struggling hard agains: 
poverty, the infirmities of old age and 
ill-health to complete the great work of 
his life, “Ancient Egypt.”’ 

Greater sacrifices no man of letters 
has ever made to reach the hour when 
he can write ‘Finis’’ to his magnum 
opus. At the age of 79 he has given 
up almost all the accumulations of long 
years of hard work, even going So far as 
to sell his home to scrape together the 
funds wherewith to publish his book. 
With his daughter he is living on a 
civil list pension which does not amount 
to more than $!10 a week. 

“TI should like to Hive three yeas 
more,” he said ta me when I congratu- 
lated him on the birthday he had just 
passed. “T think I could complete the 
task I have set myself in that time. It 
is a work which has occupied me over 
thirty years. and I shall be well content 
if in another century my ideas are ac- 
knowledged as correct.”’ 

There he sat, his fine head reminding 
one of Verdi, hard at work in his study, 
with piles of manuscript paper in nert 
heaps around him—a living embodiment 
of industry at eventide. You discover 
the poet in the choice and felicitous lan- 
guage he employs, and in the wistful 
expression of the beautiful blue eyes, 
the windews of a soul which has gazed 
into nature. But there is the scholar 
and mystic still more in evidence 02 
that face crowned with the black skull- 
cap, and the long years of patient re- 
rearch into Egyptology have left their 
indelible mark. 

His life is a romance. The son of 2 
canal boatman, he knew as a boy whit 
it wag to live in a wretched hovel and 
often went without a meal when not 
even dry bread was to be obtained. Hs 
picked up his early learning by prowl- 
ing about second-hand bookstalls. Fre- 
quently he went hungry that he mighc 
gratify his thirst for knowledge. 

He was not a poet born. “Until I feit 
in love,” he said, “and began to rhyms 
as a matter of consequence, I never had 
the slightest predilection for poetry. The 
first real verses I ever wrote were upon 
‘Hope,’ when I was utterly hopeless, an.1 
after I had begun I! never ceased for 
about four years, at the end of which I 
rushed into print.’’ 

It is just half a century since his first 
volume of verse, entitled, “The Ballad 
of Bab Christabel and Other Poems,” 
was hailed with delight by critics capa- 
ble of discerning the genius and lyr 
power of the young man’s poetry. In it 
first year five editions were called for. 
Perhaps no man of the century—certain- 
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ly no living poet—has given such pa% 
sionate lyrical expression to the cause of 
the toilers, or embodied in nobler ver 
the Chartist ideals which time has doné 
S90 much to convert into realities. Ten< 
nyson, Browning, Ruskin, Walter Saw 
age, Landor and the library giants of 
the Victorian era, were Massey’s friends 
and admirers. “Your poems,” wroy 
Ruskin, ‘“‘have been a helpful and pres 
cious gift to the working classes.”* 

But. his fame as a poet belongs to q 
past generation. “I do not faney thg¢ 
lyrical impulse continues beyond a cem~ 
tain age as a rule,” he said. “In my. 
own case my interest in other matters 
has s0 much absorbed my thought that 
I ceased to write poetry many yea: 
ago.”’

Graham Bell's invention of the | 
telephone’ § instrument, no industrial | 
birthday is more interesting—and none, | 
perhaps, is more immportant—than are 
the birthdays of the first telephone line 
and the first switchboard, which fall to- 
gether about now. Thirty years ago in| 
Apri] a single wire was strung from. 
the factory in Boston where Bell’s in-| 
struments were made to the manufac- | 
turer’s residence in Somerville, two or 
three miles out in the suburbs. This 
was the first telephone line ever con- 
strigated—the primal ancestor of the 
seven and a half million miles of wire | 
which now connect more than three. 
million subscribers’ “stations” in the | 
Bell system. At the beginning of the | 
Summer of !877, soon after the erec- | 
tion of the first telephone line, several | 
wires radiating from a common center 
were for the first time interconnected | 
by means of a crude device which, | 
through evolution, has become the 
huge, intricate, highly perfected switch- 
board of today. | 

Next_ to the telephone itself the | 
switchboard {s the most marvelous and | 
most necessary feature of the com- 
municating system. Remarkable engin- 
eering feats have been performed in 
building the lines, local and long dis- 
tance. Broad rivers have been spanned 
or underlaid; lofty mountainsides have | 
been scaled; rock and sand, precipice 
and quagmire, storm and flood, all 
have presented seemingly insurmount- 
able obstacles which, in their turns, 
have been overcome, sometimes with 
most ingenious skill. The work of the 
line builders has been the most spec- 
tacular, no doubt, but it would, after 
all, have counted for but little were 
it not allied with the inventive genius 
that devised the means of joining into 
one any two of the myriads of copper 
threads by which our voices are carried 
far and near. , 

The earliest attempt at interconnec- 
tion on the general plan of the ex- 
change as we understand it today was 
made in Boston in May, 1877. There 
was then operating in this city a com- 
pany which provided electrica] burglar 
alarm service, It had a central station 
where the alarm signals were located, 
connected by wires with the premises of 
its various subscribers, who were chief- 
ly bankers and merchants. Arrange- 
ments were made for the use of these 
lines and the central station as an ex- 
perimental telephone exchange. Tel@® 
phones were attached to five of the clir- 
cults—three in befks, one in the office 
of a firm of bankers, and one in the 
office of the manufacturer of the in- 
struments—and repeatedly the wires 
were so connected in the alarm com- 
pany’s headquarters that conversations 
Were carried on between the several 
subscribers. 

The crude apparatus used for making 
these connections could hardly be call- 
ed a switchboard, though it served, in 
its small way, the same purposes as 
does the largest modern exchange. But 
it contained the germ of a great idea. It 
Started experimentation, as the result 
of which there was put into operation 
the following January a real telephone 
central office. Down in Bridgeport, 
Conn., there was a private telegraph 
s%stem, private telegraphy being a sort 
of social fad at that time; and among 
the enthusiasts connected with it was 
Thomas B. Doolittle, already the in- 
ventor of many ingenious devices and 
soon to be the producer of many more. 
Mr. Dolittle attaaiyed the telephone 
instrument to his society telegraph 
wires, modified the switchboard through 
which the lines had been connected, so 
that it coulé be manipulated by an 
operator, and attached signal bells to 
all the circuits as a means of calling 
thee operator’s attention. Where wend 
twenty subscribers served by this pio- 
neer switchboard; nowadays there is 
hardly a single bleek in a business 
street of any American town that does 
not contain as many telephones as 
twenty, and there are plenty of com-

June 30, 1877, there were 230) 
telephones in regular use—230 _  tele- 
phones in the whole world thirty years 
ago today, where now there are up- 
wards of 7,000,000. Within a month 
after, the number had more than 
trebled; within two months it had been 
multiplied by six, and by the spring of 
1880, when the American Be!!! ‘ele- 
phone Company—the first concern to 
attempt the unification of the tele- 
phone system which alone gives it its 
full value—took up the business, there 
were in operation some 61,000 trans- 
mitting and receiving telephones. 
Meantime the central offices had mul- 
tiplled wonderfully and by March, 
i86!, there were in the United States 
only nine cities of more than 10,000 
inhabitants, and only One of more than 
15,000, without a telephone exchange. 

The shortness of the time in which, 
from these small beginnings with 
crude appliances, has been developed 
the present vast Bell system with its 
marvelous physical plant is most

Bell system; Theodore N. Vail, first 
general manager of the American Bell 
Telephone Company, has, within a few) 
weeks, become the head of the 
American Telephone and Telegraph 
Company, the successor of the parent 
organization. And the group of ex-| 
perts whose brains and hands have. 
wrought out practically every im- 
provement made in telephony in these 
thirty years has changed but little as 
its work progressed except to add new 
members to its number. 

The early switchboards were curious 
contraptions beside the modern type 
of appgratus. They took several forms 
beforg the “multiple board” used by' 
the Bell companies for nearly twenty 
years how was worked out. At first 
they had signal bells of different tones, 
one at the end of each subscriber's 
circuit, the distinctive tone indicating 
which line was “ringing up.” Then: 
numbered drops were adopted, each

line having a metallic shutter in the 
front of the board which, when the 
subscriber turned the generator crank 
at the side of his telephone instru- 
ment, fell so as to display the number 
of his line. And finally came the 
“common battery’ switchboard now in 
use in all large cities and being 
adapted to smaller exchanges, in 
which. the operator's signal is given 
by a tiny incandescent electric lamp. 
The one place in the telephone system 
where a bell never rings is now the 


central office. 

Some of the early switchboards were) 
big frames set along the side of the' 
operating rodm, the connections being | 
made by boys who ran from one point| 
to another as the calls came in.’ 
Others were like elongated tables, the’! 
switchboards being set into the flat 
top and the cords for connecting them | 
being suspended from the ceiling. Ap- 
paratus of this sort was clumsy and’ 
slow to operate, besides being limited | 
in the number of lines it could pro-! 
vide for. It Was abandoned in the! 
United States a quarter o. a century 
but it is a curious commentary 
on the lack of progressiveness in some 


directions of our transatlantic cousins 
that it is still in use in some of i.e 
£overnment-operated exchanges of 
Kurope, No doubt their backward- 
ness in adopting improvements ac- 
counts for the smal] development of 
European telephone systems as com- 
pared with the development in this 
country. 

In the last few years there have been 
devised so-called “automatic” telephone 
Systems in which the subscriber does 
the work of making connections between 
his lines and the lines of other swub- 


| scribers instead of that work being done 


by an operator in the eéentral office. In 
Sual] communities, where the expenses of 
giving day and night, Sunday and holi- 
day, all the year round service by means 
of operators is prohibitive, a limited field 
of usefulness has been found for such 
mechanically worked exchanges. But 
the contention of telephone engineers 
that “automatic” equipment will never, 
in cities and towns of any considerable 
size. supplant highly perfected mechan- 
ism operated by skilled, trained intelli- 
gence at the central station seems to 
be borne out by the United States cen- 
Sus bureau’s bulletin on manufactures 
issued last month, which says, after de- 
scribing the different types of switch- 
boards: ‘“‘These manual boards consti- 
tute a@ very large proportion of the 
boards included in the present statistics. 
There were in 1902 no fewer than. 10,- 
842 manual boards in use, and while 
no detailed figures are given, it is the 
fact that nearly all of the central switch- 
boards and private exchange boards made 
in the census year were also of the 
manual variety.” It has recently been 
Stated on good authority that while there 
are 3,000,000 and more telephones con- 
nected with the Bell system, and 2,000,- 
000 or so connected with “independent’’ 
lines, only about 100,000 of all these are 
“automatic” instruments. 

The rate at which facilities for verbal 
communication by wire have expanded, 
till now the Bell system alone has in 
u8Sg one instrument for every twenty- 
eight men, women and children in the 
United States, and the enormous cost of 
this growth, are probably the most im- 
pressive things in American industrial 
history. They are suggested in the cold 
figureg of the census report already re- 
ferred to when it says: “The total value 
of telephonic apparatus manufactured, as 
reported in the census of 1905, had a 
value of $15,863,698, as compared with 
$10,512,412 for the census of 1900. These 
figures do not reveal all the facts, for

Con- 
sidered. as the workyof one, man alone, 
it stamps Inspector’ John ,Walsh, thé 
famous Scotland Yardjsleuth,,as a verit- 
able Napoleon of his «profession. 

Thirty years of Mr. Wailsh'sy life have | 
gone to the compiling tof \,thriss record, in 
the coyrse of which, incidentally, he has 
been brought face to face with death 
over a score of times. Andgnow he has 
retired from official service ¢o establish 
an international detective tbwreau, for, 
‘with all his gorgeous opportunities, he 
‘has never “feathered his own nest”—a 
fact which would assuredly‘tgive\iijm an- 
other claim to distinction-had his \career 
lain in America. 

He told me something of his Ufeg story 
yeeterday, and I found it far mote fas- 
cinating and interesting than army’ detec- 
tive work of fiction. It deals with thrill- 
ing adventures ang hairbreadth “escapes, 
and? captures of world-famous: criminals. 
It brings one in contact with royaity— 
with the sovereign of: nearly every’ natior 
in Europe. It takes:one scurrying over 
the world in pwursuit¢of mmirderers,, coun- 
terfeiters, forgers., dynamiters and 
anarchists. “Told in detail, woulds;make 
a@ most interesting book, but#I have’space 
only for a brief chapter. 

Mr. Walsh is a big man. He stands 
6 feet 2 tnches, and tips the’ scales at 
226 pounds. He is an Irishmansby birth, 
with the. typical Irishman’s love of fight- 
ing, for as he told of his “scraps” with 
criminals one could not? help perceiving 
that he rather enjoveg. these contests. 
His eves are small, and‘thave the quick 
all-embracing glance of the  highly- 
trained stalker of criminals. His 
shoulders, slightly stopped, suggest 
great physical strength. Hands that are 
large and muscular and wrists that are 
square bear out this impression. Alto- 
gether he is a formidable figure. 

By wav of drawing Mr.. Walsh-out I 
mentioned the well-known fact that 
Sherlock Holmes had very little respect 
for Scotland Yard and its methods. Mr. 
Walsn smileq broadly as he said: 

“T have very great admiration for Sit 
Arthur Conan Doyle. He has a wonder- 
fcl imagination, but it is foolish to com- 
pare his creation, Sherlock Holmes, with 
the detective of today. HEwerybody must 
know that Holmes’ keys are made to 
fit his own locks. Put Mr. Holmes and 
his methods in real life, pitted against 
a Scotland Yard man, and he:woukd not 
be one, two, three.’’ 

He Protects Royalty. 

Walsh is probably the most fa- 
‘tor of royalty in the world. 
He is the favorite of kings, of queens 
and princes. Immediately upon their 
landing in England for many years past 
it has been the practice of the British 
authorities to deliver royal visitors into 
the care of Inspector Walsh. It speaks 
volumes for the thoroughness of

Queen Victoria received a very great 
many, but I know that she was in no 
fear of assassination. I remember ar- 
resting one man who wrote to her threat- 
ening to shoot her at the first oppor- 
tunity. This man had been in an in- 
sane asylum for seven years after 
shooting a man, and one day got away 
from his attendants. I traced him from 
a description and his letter and landed 
him in the asylum again. I believe that 
he really intended to shoot the queen. 

“Royalty is not guarded ag strongly 
as ig the common belief. Usually two 
men are assigned except in special cases. 
iFor instance, when the czar of Russia 
visited England, all the available men 
at Scotland Yard were sent out to be in 
personal attendance upon him. His guard 
consisted of ten detectives in addition 
to his personal staff. 

“T have been in many tight places, but 
I think the adventure that brought my 
life into most peril was the arrest of a 
gang of safebreakers in the old Seven 
Dials, in the early days of my career. 
I was attached to the Bow street sta- 
tion. The Seven Dials in those days was 
one of the worst, if not the wery worst 
place for criminals in the world. Every 
type of crook sought refuge there. 

“One of the worst gangs of this dis- 
trict included among others probably 
the most desperate special safe man in 
the historry of crime, ‘Blinkey Tim 
Davey, and hs_ partner, Morrison,

“From an address book | found 
among Davey’s things, I rounded up 
‘Plumby’ Jacobs, one of the most noto- 
rious receivers of stolen goods in the 
country, ang recovered about $50,000) 
worth of stolen goods. : 

“Another case in which I had a very 
narrow escape was the arrest of one 
Dempsey, who was wanted for highway 
robbery. He held up a man, robbed 
him of $250 and a watch and chain, 
and left him in such a condition that 
his life was despaired of for some time 
afterwards.

Inapector Walsh joined the Metropoli- 
ten police force in 1878, and was imme- 
diately attached to the Bow street sta- 
tion. Hereshe early won his spurs by 
‘his work in breaking up the famous 
‘Forty Thieves’ and other criminal or- 
ganizations. So rapid was his advance 
that In six months he was made a de 
tective, and in !883 he was transferred 
to Scotland Yard. 

Datring his thirty years on the force 
the aggregate amount which he has re- 
covered in money, precious stones, plate 
and property does not fall short of $10,- 
000,000. 

“I always had an aptitude for detec- 
tive work, said Mr. Walsh, ‘“‘and I joined 
the force with that end.in view. bven 
as a boy I was intensely interested in 
the solution of crime problems, and read 
a great deal of literature dealing with 
them.”’ 

I asked Mr. Walsh for an estimate of 
Scotland Yard, and he said: 

“T have traveled in almost every coun- 
| try in the world, ang am pretty well in- 
| formed concerning their police systems, 
| Scotland Yard is undoubtedly the best 
'in the world. I believe it is as near per- 
| fect as such an organization can be.”

|e ever was before. You must know 
that there are cases here where it is not 
convenient for Scotland Yard to take 
| the public into its confidence. I cannot 
teli you the inside facts, but I can say 
‘that Scotland Yarq was pretty well sat- 
isfied with its investigation of these 
| cases. Nowadays you don't hear of any 
‘big hauls being made by burglars or 
highwayman, the race tracks were never 
cleaner or safer, and crime is steadily 
the decrease.”

A RECORD CASE AT LONDON 


4 Womare tis Awarded a Judgment 
for a Sum of Ower Four Mil- 
lion Dollars Against a 
Company Promoter 
in England.. 


Special Cable. 

London, June 29.—Judgment for %4,- 
135,000, a sum without precedent in re- 
cenj years, was given in an extraordi- 
nary case heard in the law courts yes- 
terday, Mr. Frank Lacroix Gardner, the 
Australian gold-mining millionaire, be- 
ing ordered to pay this amount to Seno- 
ra Concepcion Beniteg de Beistegui, a 
Spanish lady. 

On the case being called, Sir Eaward 
Carson said he appearea for Senora de 
Beistegui, but he did not see his. learned 
friends who appeared for Mr. Gardner 
present. 

“Is anybody here?’ asked die Justice 
Channel). 

“So far as I ¢an make out,” 
Sir Edward, 
tired.’’ 

“The lady resides in Paris,’ he con- 
tinued, ‘‘and she has brought this ac- 
tion against Mr. Gardner, who 1s a com- 
pany promoter,-and who-—at all events

“until recently—carried on business in the 


city of London, to have repaid to her 
money which she paid to hrm. 

“The money we seek to have repaid 
amounts to no less a sum than $4,!35,0vvu, 
and the grounds of the action are that 
‘there was a conspiracy entered into be- 
tween this lady’s secretary, Mr. Sober- 
ano, who had occupied that position for 
some time, and Mr. Gardner. 

Phantom Profits. 

“It was a conspiracy to procure money 
from her from time to time under the 
pretext that it was to be invested at Mr. 
Gardner's. discretion to a large extent, 
and that the profits of the operations, if 
they resulted in profits, were to be di- 
vided equally between her and Mr. 
Gardner. 

“The transactions began in 1895, and 
continued down to 1903, when the lady 
became suspicious, and ascertained that 
this was really a swindle between these 
two men. Between those dates she ad- 
vanced to Mr. Gardner money to the 


' @amOunt of $1,225,000, as appears from 


his own books, and she also gave secu- 
rities on which he raised money, which, 
according to himself in his books, real- 
iged $2,885,000. 

“In reality they realized more, be- 
cause one of the ways in which he pro- 
cured money was to credit in Ris books 
and in the accounts he sent to her a 
lesser sum than he actually reecived 
as purchase money on various securi- 
ties she sent him. 

“In addition to that he received vari- 
ous dividends belonging to this lady 
and profits in stocks, bringing the 
full sum that he had received up to 
to “$4,915,000. For this money Mme. 
Feistegui in the result received noth- 


ing.” 


Mr. Rufus Isaacs, K. C.. came into 
court with. Mr. Akin at this point, and 
stated that he appeared for Mr. Gard- 
ner. 

“Mr. Gardner,” he said, “is not here, 
and I am not fn a position to call him 
as a witness. I propose to consent to 
judgment for damages for the amount 
claimed, namely, eight hundred and 
odd thousand pounds.” 

“T will take judgment generally on 
the statement of claim—the statement 
of claim as founded on conspiracy,” 
said Sir Edward Carson.

Madame Laforest, the wife of a medi- 
cal man residing at Montreuil-sous-Bols, 
near Paris, was brought ‘to the Hospital 
Saint Antoine last Tuesday evening in 
an ambulance, which had been sent for. 
She was in terrible agony on her ar- 
rival, and declared that she 
to die as she had been poisoned by her 
husband. She died on the following 
day, and there were many incidents at- 
tached to the case, such as suspicious 
spots on the body and rapid decompo- 
sition, which, added to the: previous 
declarations of the woman, caused no 
small excitement in the hospital. 
Permission to take away the body for 
burizt was refused to the husband, and 
on the other hand the services of Dr. 
Balthazard, the government expert, 
were retained in order to make a post- 
mortem examination. On the following 
day the commissioner of police called at 
the house of ‘“Dr.’’ Laforest, with 4 
search warrant, and carried away @ 
number of bottles of various kinds. 


Who Is Laforestf 
‘The news spread like 
Montreuil. And soon all the tongues 
in the neighborhuvod were wagging. At 
this point it is necessary, however, to 
indicate more clearly the character of 
the personages in the drama. 

Albert Laforest, who is now about 45 
years of age, although he has practiced 
medicine, has never obtained his medi- 
cal diploma. He was a medical stu- 
dent and assistant at.a private hospital 
for diseases of the eye, that of Dr. Hu- 
bert, rue Saint Andre-des-Arts in Paris 
in 1895. At that time a young woman 
ef 26, Appolinine Celtour, was engaged 
as domestic at the hospital. 

One day, some twelve years ago, she 
came to the consulting room for an af- 
fection of the eyes, ana sne was then 
treated by M. Laforest. He fell in love 
with the young woman, and soon made 
her his mistress. This state of affairs 
lasted two years, and at the end of that 
time Laforest’ decided to marry Appo- 
linine. There were great difficulties 
in the way. 

Madame Laforest, the mother of the 
medical student, was a lady. who moved 
in a class of society where it would 
have been thought the height of folly 
to marry a girl who had been a do- 
mestic, although such a liaison as exist- 
ed was easily tolerated. Madame La- 
forest was proud, severe and at the 
same time very rich. She had no faith 
in her son, and her affection for him 
had changed to bitterness. Under these 
circumstances the young couple decided 
to go to England, where they were duly 
married, But the marriage was kept 
secret from the mother, and to the day 
of her death, which happened in 1900, 
she was unaware of it. ? 

Appolinine herself had a little fortune 
of about £400, and after the marriage 
‘Laforest utilized this sum to establish 
a practice in the Boulevard Beaumar- 
chais, not far from the Bastille. At the 
same time he kept importuning his 
mother for money, while she reproached 
him for his habits of luxury. 

When Madame Laforest died, her son 
inherited a fine property at Montreuil- 
sous-Bois, and a fortune of about £80,- 
000. Laforest decided to abandon his 
practice in Paris, and at his place at 
Montreuil-sous-Bois he lived a retired 
life. His chief pleasures seemed to be 
fishing and the cultivation of rare and 
exotic plants. Under this appearance 
of calm, however, veritable tempests of 
passion were raging. Laforest had lost 
all his love for Appolinine before the 
death of his mother, and, if the ac- 
counts of her friends are to be believed, 
he led her a terrible life. Madame Pe- 
riese, the sister of Appolinine, declares 
that Laforest would never inform his 
wife where he intended to settle after 
he had given up his practice. The even- 
ing of the day on which he was chang- 
ing democile the couple were together 
near the Bastille. Suddenly, Laforest 
threw himself on her, snatched her bag 
out of her hand, and made off, leav- 
ing her deserted in the street, and 
without a penny. That night she went 
to her sister’s house. 


The “Death Rattles.”’ 

When at length they discovered La- 
forest at Montreuil-sous-Bois, Appoli- 
nine decided to live with him, but it 
was at the price of a long and terrible 
martyrdom, Laforest used to keep her 
locked up for weeks togetner, and it 
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By every means in his: power he en- 
‘deavored to injure her and as a cons® 
‘quence of privations and ill-treatmenf€ 
‘she fell a victim to typhoid fever. On 
'another occasion, when all the mem- 
‘bers of the household were on the 
ground floor, Laforest dressed himself 


‘up as a burglar and, holding a long , 


‘knife @n his hand, entered the room. 
Madame Laforest suffered severely from 
fright and had to take to bed. 

On another occasion, still, according 
ito the sister of Appolinine, when Ma- 
idame Laforest was sitting in her room 
iLaforest suddenly bounded in, threw 
(her down, and seizing her by the throat 
icommenced to strangle her, at the same 
time crying out: 

“You are- about 
proaches! Your limbs quiver, 
the death rattles!’ 

In Love With Germaine. 

Appolinine fainted, and Laforest had 
to perform artificial respiration to bring 
her round. When she returned to con- 
sciousness he was lying beside her, and 
she was astonished to observe how 
calm and sweet he was in manner. Not 
long before her death Macame Laforest 
was in continual dread of being poison- 
ed, and she besought her sister to insist 
upon a post-mortem examination in 
case she sheuld die suddenly. She be- 
lieved that the poison employed was 
atropine, for she had been treated with 
atropine when she suffered with her 
eyes, and she was acquainted with its 
effects, Her husband gave her medi- 
cine in capsules and also injected some 
drug with a hypodermic needle. 

Madame Laforest also related a cu- 
rious incident. She said that one day 
her husband was more sympathetic than 
| he had been for years. He took her in 
‘his arms and fixed her intently with his 
eyes. It struck her that he was 
hypnotising her, but she was unable to 
resist. 

In this account one feels the need of 
some powerful motive to explain such 
conduct, That motive existed, declare 
the friends of Madame Laforest, and in 
an irresistible form! 

in the year 1900, just about the 
epoch when ‘Laforest commenced to ill- 
treat his wife, he made the. acquaint- 
ance of a@ young woman named Ger 
maine Billard. Germaine one day en- 
tered his consulting room, as formerly 
Appolinine had done, with a disease of 
the eye. ‘ 

Laforest cured her, and he fell madly 
in love with her. _ Germaine was the 
daughter of a cobbler, and without much 
education, but she was pretty, capti- 
vating, very intelligent and resolute in 
her designs. Laforest had her educated 
at a school for young ladies and after- 
wards he made her his mistress. 

A Love Letter. 

The following letter written by Ger- 
maine is certainly a document of in- 
tense interest to students of human na- 
ture, and it throws a strange beam of 
light upon the thoughts of a young 
French girl of her class. 

“Thursday, |! June, 1900. 
‘Wriend ever Lovéd, 

“I am eighteen; I love you. You told 
me that you loved me, that you thought 
me beautiful, and that’ I could not go 
to your house. Are you the master’? 
Could you not show the door to that 
vulgar woman with the grotesque head- 
dress of a shop girl's chignon? Ig it 
not insulting to me to permit to re- 
main that ridiculous creature, servant- 
mistress, terrified by a younger rival.

Successful Experiments Made 
With the Tarring Process, 


It Is Anticipated That 10,000 Miles 
of Roads in England and Wales 
Will Be Rendered Dustless 
as Result of Experi. 
ments.

London, June 29.—There are over 20,000 
miles of main road in England. ani 
Wales, and it is anticipated that, as th« 
result of the experiments recently mais 
for the purpose of finding a solution of 
the dust problem, at least 10,000 of the 
miles will be rendered dustless. 

The experiments were conducted by the 
Roads Improvement Association, acting 
on behalf of the Royal Automobile Clu» 
and the Motor Union of Great Britain 
and Ireland, the cost of the experimenis 
being defrayed by these bodies. 

Tarring of the roads has so far prov?! 
superior to all other processes for layinys 
dust, but the method of application of the 
tar to roads has up to the present been 
largely by hand, with the result that, in 
addition to un excessive quantity of tar 
being used, an unduly large amount; of 
labor is required. 

The Middlesex county council, the 
Berks county council, and the Stalin's 
rural district county granted eeVry fa.il- 
ity for t#e experiments, @nd they took 
place on 9 miles of dusty road. Tar- 
spreading machines were tested with 
crude coal tar which had passed the or- 
dinary mechanical separation process, 
and was obtained entirely from one gas 
works for trials in Middlesex, and from 
another for trials in ‘Berkshire. The mer- 
its of competing appliances are to be 
judged by the results of the operation. 
the chief considerationg being, of cour-e, 
the efficiency with which the tar pere- 
trates the road and the cost of applics- 
tion. 

Mr. Robert Todd is the chairman of the 
judges’ committee, which will soon report 
as to the results of the experimen’s. 
Ear] Russell is on the committee, as also 
are Mr. W. Worby Beaumont, Colonel 
Crompton, Mr. Howard Humphreys an! 
Mr. Rees Jeffreys. The government sent 
Mr. A. A. G. Malet under Major W. Cc. 
Hussey to watch the tests, and algo to 
make reports 

It was stated at the annua] meeting of 
the Salmon and Trou; Association that 
the efect of using tar on the roads for 
the purpose of keeping down dust hai 
the effect of killing fish in rivers.

novel, “Conflict,” is being so much 
talked about at home—and last Mone 
day’s dinner was in honor of some of 
the young English writers who have 
definitely “arrived.” Chief in interest, 
perhaps, was Father Benson, whose new 
book. “A Mirror of Shalott,’”” has just 
made tte appearance, but his fellow 
ests included some of the most prom- 
ising young writers of the day. There 
are H. C. Bailey, for example, whose 
novel, “Springtime,” was so popular 
last year, and whose new series of Na- 
poleon stories is being published on 
both sides of the Atlantic, not to 
mention Miss Macnaughten, the author 
of “A Lame Dog’s Diary,” who proved 
to be a charming little Scotch woman, 
and Alfred T. Sheppard, who owns to 
twenty-eight years, and whose newest 
book is “Running Horse Inn.” Add 
that Netta Syrett, who wrote “The 
Day’s Journey,” and whose’ story, “The 
Child of Promise,” is the book of the 
hour in T.ondon, was in the chair, and 
that other guests included besides Miss 
Smedley, Ella Hepworth Dixon and E. 
H. Burgin, and you will realize how 
interesting it was to us who came to 
hear what these clever young people 
had to say about their work. Let me 
add, by the way, that a touch of

lence of one of the foremost publishers 


in the person of John Lane, one of the 
best known reviewers in the person of 
A. A. Milne, of the London “Chronicle,” 
not to mention an American who is 
getting to. .be known as the most suc- 
cessful literary agent on either side of 
the Atlantic, but who would be im- 
mensely annoyed were his name to be 
mentioned here. 

Is the prospect of speech-making 
necessarily fatal to the appetite of au- 
thors? One has heard it suggested and 
I think that every one of the honored 
gSuests at the Lyceum dinner declared 
to me afterward, that not only the 
evening repast but the entire day had 
been made terrible to them by the 
knowledge that they would have to 
talk on the subject of their work. 
Perhaps their speeches suffered accord- 
ingly, anyhow I find myself with a 
much more vivid impression of how 
these young writers looked than of 
what they said. Their youth was the 
striking thought. I doubt if any of them 
is past thirty, unless it be Benson. 
His other names, by the way, are Rob- 
ert Hugh, and despite his clerical dress 
he does not suggest the priest much 
more than would his brother, the au- 
thor of “Dodo.” He is light and san- 
dy-haired and talks with a quaint lit- 
tle stammer which at times becomes 
quite marked. Bailey is dark, clean- 
shaven and eye-glassed. Sheppard, 
who made his first big success with 
“The Red Cravat,” looks a mere boy— 
an exceedingly good-humored one. A 
missing guest, by the bye, was the au- 
thor of “The House of Merrilles,” Ar- 
chibald Marshall, who came up from 
the country to London especially for 
the dinner—but who got separated 
from his dress clothes in transit! 

Admirers of Heine are wondering 
what will be the fate of his statue, 
which has now come into the posses- 
sion of the Kaiser through his pur- 
chase of the beautiful estate of the 
late Empress of Austria on the island 
of Corfu. It stands in a marble tem- 
ple in the grounds, from which, accord- 
ing to rumor, the German emperor in- 
tends to eject it. Admirers of Heine 
raised the mon¢y with which the stat- 
ue was purchased, but had a hard time 
finding a resting place for it. It was 
offered to various German cities, and 
was everywhere rejected with con- 
tumely on the ground that Heine was 
a bad German and no patriot. His 
native country has never been able to 
forgive the scathing irony and biting 
wit with which Heine attacked her 
philistinism and “blood and iron” po- 
litical ideals. And the fact that he 
threw in his intellectua! lot with France 
further intensified the German grudge 
against him. That the kaiser shared 
this feeling was shown by his failure 
to interfere In the matter when the 
statue was going a-begging. Finally 
it was accepted by the empress of Aus- 
tria—a profound admirer of the poet’s 
work—and given a place of honor in 
her beautiful island villa. It has been 
suggested that the kaiser’s inability to 
appreciate Heine’s genius may have 
been augmented by the proverbial ani- 
mosity of poets for one another. It 
might be difficult for the author of the 
“Song to Aegir” to appreciate the au-

of impossible rents. Besides thig enor- 
mous expense in attempting to enforce a 
law which might be excellent in Eng- 
land, but which was sheer savagery ‘in 
poverty-stricken Ireland, there we? 
miserable and down-trodden tenantry 
and all the wretchedness accompanying 
trials and long terms of imprisonment. 
To which the average Englishman, witn 
his keen, stern sense of justice, usually 
remarks: 

“Well, let the tenants pay their rent!” 

Which seems unanswerable, unless we 
admit that no man can do impossibili- 
ties. 

The Irish land question is so vast, so 
complex, so deeply involved with cen- 
turies of contradictory and experimenta} 
law-making, that to argue the case in the 
space at disposal is impracticable. The 
poverty of small farmers and peasantry 
in the west and south of Irelang is incon- 
ceivable to ordinary folks. I have seen a 
woman take her stand in the market of 
Wesport county Mayo, with one egg, by 
the sale of which she hoped to make a 
halfpenny. 

The people gathered sea-weed for food, 
heaps of the stuff, looking like dark 
pickled cabbage, are regularly exposed 
for sale; you get a handsome dinner of 
“dillish,”’ or, or an alternative weed, the 
name of which escapes me, for a half- 


penny.

Such a drama as 
never was on sea or land. All about a 
beautiful American girl who converts 
the whole Standarae Oil trust to right- 
eousness, downs a hydra-headed ‘“‘mil- 
itary monster’ and does other amazing 
things, but that is not the point at 
present. The point is the extraordi- 
nary change that has come over the 
author of “Leah Kleschna” and “The 
Belle of New York" since the days 
when he was writing about “Lobsters 
and rarebits and Pilsener beer” for the 
delectationr? of Tenderloin audiences. 

Is the atmosphere of England, where 
he has lived ef late, to be credited 
with the artistic “conversion” of €. M. 
S. McLellan? No, apparently it dates 
farther back, or to the time when he

read the story of McLellan’s new play | it is not ordinary love. 
as outlined by him to a London inter- | author, 


wrote “The Belle,” which had a mildly 
religious flavor, you remember. 
since then the librettist 
sino has made very rapid progress in- 
deed toward the “higher thought.” 
“Leath Kleschna,” for instance, contain- 
ed. quite a lot of what might be called 
“preachiness,” but, like “The Belle o 
New York,” it, had the compensating 
advantage of being a good play, and 
that, alas! Mr. McLellan’s later pieces 
have «quite failec to be. There was “The 
Jury of Fate,” for example, which had 
such a brief career at the London 
Shaftesbury last year. It proved a 
sort of dramatic tract in a series of 
tableaux, and, if one remembers cor- 
rectly, left the rake who was its hero 
kneeling at the foot of the Cross! 

There was McLellan’s ‘Nelly Neil,” 
too; a musical comedy, forsooth, anda 
yet so filled with “symbolical scenes” 
and talk about the millennium that it 
could not be saved by all the drolleries 
of Joe Coyne and all the witcheries of 
Edna May, ana had a gloomy. finish 
after a forced run at the Aldwych. 

No, admirable as are MgLellan’s ef- 
forts to shake off “Hugh Morton” and 
to write uplifting stage pieces, those 
efforts are not a success, and he would 
do better to go back to his’ earlier 
manner—though not necessarily to 
“lobsters, rarebits and Pilsener.” 
Much better, but he won't, for awhile, 
anyway. He persists in being ‘“symbol- 
ical,” and, as already hinted, the new 
piece on which he is engaged at pres- 
ent is the most fearful and wonderful 
thing that he has attempted. Anda 
Judith Zaraine, its heroine, is just 
“Violet Grey” and ‘Nelly Neil” over 
again; in fact, the heroine who wants 
people to follow in the path that leads 
to sweet salvation appears to have 
possessed McLellan, who can’t get 
away from it. 

Let it be admitted, however, that if 
the American dramatist hasn’t be@ 
cured yet of writing this kind of play, 
he is no longer deluded as to its 
chances of success. He foresees that 
“Jydith Zaraine” will be rejected unan- 
imously by the managers of America 
and Englanc! But he adds that even 
if his idea of a modern Joan of Are 
converting the Standard Oil Company 
to holy resolutions is “apparently pre- 
posterous” it strikes him as “rather 
pretty” and so he is going on with it, 
whether or no. 

Well, truly this is a wonderful thing, 
that has been imagined by the author 
of “The Belle of New York,” and if 
ever it is put on the stage there will 
be a crowd for the first performance at 
all events. Do not imagine, by the by, 
that McLellan’s new piece is in any 
way a plagiarism on “The Lion and 
the Mouse.” Just because it deals with 
a girl and the Standard Oil trust. No, 
indeec, for this piec goes much farther 
than Charles Klein ever dreamed of; 
in fact, it is difficult to say where it 
doesn’t go! 

This time, too, it is literally the 
whole Standarg O8l organization that 
“get religion” through a woman’s in- 
fluence. Nor does thig strike the dram- 
atist as entirely absurd. “Are not 
American millionaires already hurling, 
their fortunes into the sea,” he asked 
his interviewer, “and faring forth to 
the Simple Life?” One hadn’t heard of 
this, but it doesn’t matter. “I am not 
at all sure,” continuec the _ author, 
“that a Judith Zaraine might not arise

the man she hates/ but against the one 
she loves. This, As I say, is the per- 
sonal and theatrdécal part of the play, 
and does not seen to be so interesting 
or important as the spiritual idea tnat 
something so fiendishly unromantic as 
the Standard Ofl1 Company may be 
prompted to self-renunciation by re- 
ligious suggestion, the suggestion be- 
ing suddenly symbolized in the ‘form 
of a handsome girl of saintly attributes 
and artistic pose.

Along this line the issue was- fought, the successful candidate 
conteuding that disfranchisement legislation could be enacted that 
would not be in conflict with the federal constitution, and which 
would shut out the negro from the ballot box without denying the 
franchise to a single white man. eee 

_’This contention won, and the legislature will submit to the 
seople a constitutional amendment so framed.

At 12 o'clock a shout went up from 
the audience, and Governor-elect Hoke 
Smith, preceded bv the joint Inaugura- 
tion committee of the general assembly, 
entered the building. An immense rap- 
ping, clapping, and stamping permeated 
the air, and continued until President 
Akin rapped for order. 

Hiverything being quieted, President 
Akin called upon Bishop Warren Akin 
Candler to pray. The assembly rose, 
listening intently to the invocation. 

The president of the senate then in- 
troduced the governor-elect to the gen- 
eral assembly, which was followed by 
frequent outbursts of applause. The 
oath of office was then administered 
by Chief Justice Fish, and Hoke Smith, 
private citizen just an instant before, 
became Gevernor Hoke Smith, of the 
State of Georgia. 

It will be remembered that it was 
argued in the house of representatives 
by Joe Hill Hall that the Governor 
should present the great seal of state 
tu the incoming governor. The con- 
tention of Representative Hall seems 
tu have been adopted, for directly after 
the oath of office had been adminis- 
tered, Governor Terrell arose, with the 
great seal of the state in his hands, 
and addressed Governor Smith: 

“Governor Smith, four years ago the 
people of Georgia entrusted to me the 
honor of keeping the great seal of the 
state of Georgia. I now entrust to you 
the honor of keeping the great seal of 
state.”’ 

Governor Smith accepted the great 
seal amid an immense demonstration 
by those present. 

The inaugural speech then followed. 
This occupied just one hour and ten 
minutes. 

Governor Smith, in the opening, an- 
nounced that yesterday was just two 
years to the day since he had opened 
his campaign for governor. 

At this moment a large crowd in 1..e 
rear of the grandstand commenced 
yelling. The governor stopped his 
speech, calling to the crowd: 

“Will the audience please sit down?’

INDIANS CARRIED THE MAIL. 


A Service in the Early Days That Was 
Always on Time. 


Okla., Cor. 
Star.) 

In the early seventies John H. Seger, 
for years superintendent of the Chey- 
enne Indian schools at Colony, Okla., 
was given the contract to carry the 
United States mail from Darlington, 
Okla., to Fort Elliott, Texas. He em- 
ployed Cheyenne Indians, through 
Chief. Little Robe, as mail carriers, 
Speaking of the fidelity of these In- 
dians, Seger said recently: 

“Do you know that the eighteen 
months the IncGians carried the ‘mall 
from Darlington to Fort Elliott they 
never missed a trip? This journey of 
160 miles was rushed through, and 
they had to travel night ahd day. The 
North Canadian, South Canadian and 
Washita rivers, and a score of smaller 
streams, had to be crossed, and bridges 
were not contemplated themn, We had 
tornacoes, water spouts and big rains, 
and the streams were often raging 
torrents, but they never missed a 
trip. More than that, they dia not 
lose much time with the matfl because 
a creek or river happened to be full. 
They had to swim the South Canadian 
rf%ver every trip for five weeks. 

“When the mail carriers would ar- 
rive at a stream that could not be 
forded they would dismount and the 
mail would be wrapped up snugly in 
a blanket and the Inaftan would swim 
across and push the precious package 
in front of him, and would soon land 
it on the other side, and the mail 
would be found dry and in good condl- 
tion. It took the Indtan only a very 
few moments to dress himself after he 
landea on the other side, and his 
helper would arrive about the same 
time with the ponies, which could 
swim these rivers like muskrats, and 
the great United States mails would 
be moving on to their destination as 
if nothing had happened to impede the 
travel of the faithful carriers. When 
I see these raitroads late with the 
mail whenever it rains and no mail 
for several days when it comes a big 
rain, I think how we used to do when 
there were no railroads, ang the In- 
dian, who could not talk United States, 
let alone read and write, carried the

The receipts from the different ‘sources 
this fiscal year have been as follows: 
Customs, $333,230,126; internal revenues, 
$270,309,388: miscellaneous, $61,766,619.

year held the record up to that time, 
and this year’s income from that source 
is about $33,000,000 in excess of iast 
year.

North Carolina at its recent session 
passed an act regulating freight and pas- 
senger rates and that by. virtue of the 
provisions of said act, complainant is 
about to be deprived of its property 
without due process of law. The com- 
plainant seeks to enjoin the enforcement 
of certan freight and passenger rates 
upon the ground that the statute pre- 
scribing the same is repugnant to the 
constitution of the United States. 
contended that the lapse of any consid- 


erable time would expose complainant | 


to innumerable suits by shippers and 


the travelfng public as well as subject | 


them to the penalties enumerated in the 
Statute. Among other things the com- 
plainant prays for an injuncticn against 
the railway commissioners, the attorney 
general and the .assistant attorney gen- 
eral during the pendency of this cause. 
On the 8th day of May, 1907, an order 
was entered restraining the defendants 
from enforcing the provisiong of the 
aforesaid act and at that time notice was 
issued to the defendants to appear be- 
fore me on the 26th day of this month 
and show cause why the injunction thus 
granted should not be continued until 
final -hearing. 

“The defendants insist first that this 
is @ sult against the state of Nortn 
Carolina and that court cannot take ju- 
risdiction of the same consistently with 
the eleventh amendment of the consti- 
tution of the United States. Second, 
it is also amended that the complainant 
has not shown facts sufficient to justify 
the .court in continuing the injunction 
until the final hearing. Much hag been 


properly said by counsel representing the 
State in regard to the sovereignty of the 
State and its right to deal with. this 
question through its legislature. 


Power of the Legislature. 


“That the legislature of the state has 
the authority within certain limitations 
to fix freight and passenger rates, is 
undoubtedly true and is universally 
recognized by the federal courts. The 
courts of the United States have at all 
times acknowledged and respected the 
power of the state in the administration 
and enforcement of its laws within the 
limitation of the constitution of the 
United States, but while this is true it 
is equally. important that any right 
guaranteed to a citizen by the con- 
stitution of the United States should be 
fairly and impartially enforced when- 
ever presenied to the United States 
courts for consideration. The court does 
not undertake at this time to pass 
upon the constitutionality of the act of 
the legislature, inasmuch as that ques- 
tion. cannot be properly determined un- 
til after a thorough consideration of all 
the questions $@ivolved in the contro- 
versy and until the master shall have 
reported his findings of fact in respect 
to the same. ‘After carefully’ consider- 
ing the very able and_exhaustive argu- 
yments of counsel representing complain- 
ants and defendants I am of opinion 
that this is not a suit against the state 
within the meaning of the eleventh 
amendment, but that it is a suit against 
the defendants who are charged by the 
laws of North Carolina with the ad- 
ministration and enforcement of the act 
in question. The evidence offered by 
tne complainant relating .to the allega- 
tions contained‘ in the bill, when con- 
sidered with the evidence offered by 
the defendant, while -mot conclusive, 
nevertheless rafsed an issue as to the 
matters in controversy, so serious in its 
character that the court feels con- 
strained to continue the restraining or- 
der now in force until the final hearing.

TAFT. SANCTIONS THE DEAL 


Secretary of War Instructs Gove 
ernor Magoon to Buy at Ouce 
All the Church Property 
in the Diocese of 
Havana. 


Washington, June 29.—In accordance 
with ‘the directions from  Pesident 
Roosevelt, Secretary Taft today in- 
structed Governor Magoon to purchase 
all the Roman Catholic church proper- 
ty in Cuba in the diocese of Havana, 
according to the original recommenda- 
tions. 

As to the church property in the 
diocese of Santiago, for which an op- 
tion contemplated the payment of about 
$600,000, the secretary says he has not 
been able to secure information as to 
its value. The secretary says that the 
property is not of such a character that 
Yielding possession of it to the church 
will cause any great public inconveni- 
ence, 

The stipulated value of the property 
in Havana is $1,499,550. Under the con- 
tract between the milftary government 
and the church authorities the United 
States was given the option to buy at 
that price less 25 per cent of the rent 
paid to June |, 1907, which being $1!10,- 
904, leaves a balance of $1,388,646, 
which it is proposed to pay.

Cal McCarthy, when he fought Dixon, 
could get more backing than any fighter, 
large or small, that ever lived Ancluding 
Sullivan and Dempsey. Phil Dwyer said 
to me before i| made the match, as we 
gat side by side at the Jack McAuliffe- 
Mike Daly fight in Boston, three months 
before McCarthy fought Dixon: *“Tom, ;

Dixon had many supporters. A great 
many of them had seen him whip Horn- 
backer, and the offers of the McCarthy 
cclegation were readily accepted, It 
as estimated about $150,000 was de- 
pendent on the result. .

Dixon's weight was kept a secret for 
years, In his second fight with Mac, a 
year later, he only weighed 103 pounds. 
They were in the best possible condi- 
tion and in the best of spirits. Both 
men appeared to be in perfect form, and 
a buzz of admiration passed around as 
they stripped. 

Cal was ‘the stouter 


conelusion that nothing could save Cal 
from defeat, as he was terribly punished. 
In the last thirty rounds he was the re- 
ceiver general continuously, and his face 
was a mass of bruises and bumps, one 
eye closed and the other not much bet- 
ter. His right side was a mass of discol- 
oration, and he thad done as much as 
human being could to stave off defeat as 


long ag he had. 

At the end of the sixty-fifth round 
Dixon had regained his second wind and 
looked fresh and strong to the genera! 
onlooker at the ringside, while McCar- 
chy looked a sure lIcser. The odds were 
now 3 to ! in favor of Dixon. But the 
unforeseen happened about this time. 
Dixon got a cramp in both legs from 
the tights he had on, which got sog- 
sy from the water which continually 
dripped on them while attending to his 
wants between rounds. 

Being a warm summer night, with the 
windows in the hall in which the fight 
took place open to keep as cool as pos- 
sible, it is possible the draught struck 
across his legs. 1 can account for it iff 
no other way. No one but myself and 
his other seconds knew of this for some 
time. I was afraid Dixon might fall 
down. There was not much danger of 
Cal knocking him down, as he had not 
that much strength left. 

McCarthy now began to pick up, but 
he was too far gone from the terrible 
grueling Dixon hac given him during 
the fight to ever retrieve his losses and 
had no hope of ever putting Dixon 
down with a -blow. He made a rally 
that surprised everybody and got in 
some good, hard blows on his opponent, 
but it was only a dying flash in the 
an. 
th the following five rounds Dixon 
was by far the sfronger of the two, and 
it was apparent“to those who did not 
know of his cramped condition that if 
he hed rushed matters as he had done 
curing the pregress of the fight he must 
have won the battle and a fortune in 
bets. McCarthy was fighting on the de- 
fensive all this time, irying to outstay 
tis opponent, news having got out to 
him of the cramped condition of Dixon's 
legs. 
tn the seventieth round Dixon tried to 
settle his opponent, and he forced the 
fighting, trying his best to put Mac 
out, but his legs would not act quick 
enough and Cal avoided him all he 
could. I was finally prevailed on to call 
it a draw, ard the referee, Al Smith, 
ealled it so after the seventieth round 
had been fought. 

The fight lasted four hours and thir- 
ty-nine minutes. It was one of the 
greatest battles ever fought between 
featherweights. If we were to have 
finish fights of the same kind today 
there is no doubt there would not be 
such a surfeit of no good fighters. 
McCarthy asked for a return battle 
with Dixon the following year, which 
was granted him. In the meantime, 
McCarthy had not fought since their 
last meeting on February 7, 1890. The
